The application has been amended as follows: Cancel claims 1-18 as being drawn to a non- 
elected invention. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art discloses the 
claimed method of forming a semiconductor device. The art of the previous rejection, Suzuki (US 
6,952,036), best seen in Figures 3(d) to 3(f), does not expressly teach forming the embedded wiring (44a) 
by a droplet discharge method, nor does it expressly teach removing the mask used in forming the 
depression (43) after forming the embedded wiring. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
